The reaſon of my ſpeaking at all of Mo» 


ney, is,as it is a Species in Trade, that ſup- 
plizs all the Diſproportiens af Commerce, 


and brings all mafters, between Man and 
Man, to a ftated Equality. 

The Necefſlity of ſuch a Medium in 
Trade, form'd the thing call'd Money, and 
the ſame Neceſſity continues ; Time and 
Experience fix'd it , in the moſt valuable 
Species, as Silver and Gold ; and tho' ip 
ſome places, as I have already Noted, th: 
Wretched _ of Uncorreſpondiag 
Nations, ſuffer'd them to ſet up Infignifi- 
cant and Unvaluable Trifles, as Beads, 
Shells, Feathers , and Stones, for Money ; 
yet generally ſpeaking, we found thoſe Na- . 
tions that had never Correſponded with, 
Eprope, or theſe, known partsvf the World, 
had already made Silver and Gold the 
Arbiters of their Commerce, and Choſen 


them as the Subftantial part of Treaſure,

Thus we find the Chineſe, Faponeſe, and 
Taerttrs of Grand Tartary, had for Agesbe- 
fore we Correſpond=-d there, dignifi'd theſe 
Metals as the Mediums of Exchange , and 
the propereft Article of Wealth. 

Barter can never be qualifi'd for Univer- 
ſal Commerce ;z becauſe when I ſend to 
Market, for what I want, I may ſend ſach 
Goods in Exchange, as the Perſon with 
whom I am to Trade, does nut want, or 
knows not how fo Diſpoſe of, and then he 
refuſes tro Exchange with me; and unleſs 1 
can find out the Man that wants what 1 
part with, I muft go without what I want 
"tis neceſſary theretore, to have ſomething 
always ready, that every body will accepr, 
and with the Tender of which, I may be 


ſure to abtaim what ever I want ; ſumethingy 


that, as Salomon ſays, wil! $yſwer all things, 
that will nefer be a Druggand which b& 
ing Superfotft to every ning, 'will always 
ſecure a Man againſt wantivg, ,what bis 
N-ceffities call for 3 otherwiſe a+ Mahi may 
be Rich in Value, and be Srarv'd for want 
of Bread ; he may have Bales of Sitk, Packs 
of Wool, Piles uf Linney, and heaps of 
Drugs, agd yet not be able to Buy Bread, 
becaule Cyrn happening to. be ſcarce at that 
time, and every body Stuck'd with the 0- 
ther, no budy will Barter with im. 

And this Neceſſity , pu: Mi:kind upon 


ſearching for ſomething, the real Value of 


which ſhould ſo Recemreend ir, that it 
ſhould always be acccpi:d, in Proportion 
to ifs Quantity , for a1 thing, tho" never 
fo {carce or Pr-c'cns 2 and it was abſo- 
lutely neccQary on this Ac-.ouut, that there 
{bould be an lntcinfick Valuc, unleis, as is 
before Noted, Cuftzm a:j1 ignorance had 
prevail d to put an naaizary Value in the 
room of it, whici 11 Fametimes it does,

Yettheſe People had found out the B-au- 


ties and Exc<llencies of Gold and Silver, 


made theinſelves Veſſels and Orgaments 03 
them, heap'd them "vp as their Treaſure, 
and Exchang'd them,-as the EffentiaFMe- 
dium of their Trade. 
The Native Dignity of the Species, Ia- 
ving thus far*prevaiFd upon-the Werld, 
that Gold and Silver became the General 
Medium of Commerce, it next to that, re- 
ceiv'd the:Honour of a Sramp, from the Au- 
thority of the ſeveral Countries to which 
it belong'd. This was at firſt a ſort of an 
Appropriacing ig tothe uſe of: that parti- 


cular place; bug Time, and the- Nature 
at things, requfin to bring - the Species 
td.,a general ard, thele* ps not 
only Naturaliz'd the piece, but alſo aſcer- 
tain's the Value. 

Now as, by the Laws of the ſeveral 
Countries, the Metal it felf, of the Silver 
eſpecially, receiv'd Allays and Mixtures 
more ar lefz, according to the Reſp-ftive 
Cuſtoms arid Uſage of the Countries, it 
was -formd*abſohutely wr, rv, to Rate the 
Real Value of every S:andard, in Propor- 
tion to the Original ;, and the difference of

his Children, and Childrea b«tray their 
Father; the Husband his Wite, and the 
Wite the Husband ; and makes Nature turg 
againft the Channel of its own Bload ; 
How it invades Chaſticy. proftitutes Vertueg. 
and drefles Vice in the Robes of Light; 
even the Sacred Othices feel its prevailing 
Influences, avd the Hely Veſtments, cover 
its various Frauds; and here it makes frau-:

nies, Patents, and all the Variety of the pre« 
ſent Cheats of the Age. 

But 1 am upon a different Article , all 
theſe are owing, to the Faiat and Corrup- 
tion of Man's Miud, which is the Fire that 
touches this Gunpowder, which thus- blows 
up God's Creation, Money is & harmleſs 
pathve Element 4 the Seeds of Crime are © 
in the Mangnot in the Metal ; notin the Sub- - 
ſtancs, bbe' in the Application.
